"What is tho distiuLjuishing feature 
of Asiatic cholorn, doctor?"

"Here 1 iiieutiou that mueli uiisehief 
has been caused by a popular niedieino 
largely composed of red pepper, p^iii- 
ger, ami brandy, and wliieli, tlioiigli 
u.seful iu cases of cholera uiurbus, is 
among tho most iiijuriuu.T thai eould lie 
selucted in cas(^s of real eliolera. 'J'lio 
reason is tluit tlio eoliiiiess of the sur- 
face of tlie body, or what is called col- 
lapse. Is oi^usihI f^y'.thq.tremoudous Irri- 
tation of the bowols, lihd' tliat any fur- 
tlior irritation naturally increases tho 
collapse. Slraugu tn sa) lliis iiu'ilicine 
lias biiou largely used ftjr the pasl tifty 
yuars. A'o skillful lineinr. however, 
woiilii dream ul recoiiiuieiuliug it. 
hlouceforth the scientitic treatiueut oi 
cholera will bo based on tho use of gor-- 
micides. Of these sulphate of irou, 
suggested by mo in iStlG, gallic acid 
and all tho dilute mineral acids, espe- 
cially the sulphuric, aro also astriui;- 
enus. Tlio dilute sulphuric aeid, espe- 
cially the aromatic tincture, lias at- 
tained tlio highest reputation as !i pre- 
vontiTC ami euro of .Vsiatic cholera. 
Corro>ive suliliiuate, which would prob- 
ably bo used by scioulilic physicians, is 
not alouo poisonous, but very danger- 
ous, ginee it can only be in ;i min- 
ute form. One particle Would Idll twenty 
tliousaiid germs. .Still it is the most 
(dlieioiit genuiiude known at present. 
Koeli rceoiii mend pheiiic acid, which 
is the same as clieinioally pure ctirbolio 
acid. Cnomically pure, mind, for tlio 
chemically impure has signally failed, 
since it has boon ])rovod llitit biicteria 
will live a loii^- lime in strong soiu- 
Lious of il. Among tho domestic 
provoutivos, theL,bo3t to my mind ar(i 
common talkie §q^',and vinegar, used 
separately and imfairly largo (pianii- 
ties as condiments of food. A strong 
solution of chloride of soda or lablo 
salt would be as oHoctual as chloride of 
zinc, or even ehiorule of mercury, 
wlii<;li is tlie s.anie as I'orrosivo subii- 
tnalc. If nurses ;uid doctors washed 
their luiiuls roiruiar in vinegar find 
water wiiile atteiuling cholera |uUieuts 
I feel sure thoy would escape the dis- 
oiise. "

"Victorian" attunipts in another col- 
umn to destroy the parallel that exists be- 
tw^n^betgiaut a certain portion uf 
BMCon Hm*Park'to the Yictoria crickot- 
eia and the permission fjiven by the city 
council to tho Agricultunil Society to 
oraot. buildings in another quarter of tho 
sama park. « He says: — "It was tiovoraa- 
suined that they (the cricketers) wero to 
have the ^Xiiluaire right to it." Wo refer 
our correspondent to the cbmniuiucation 
of the lieut^-govornor to the city council 
Bomo weekn ago, in ■which it wua clo:irly 
"imsumed" that the right waa exclusive. 
Furthar, we refer him to tlio fence with 
which tho cricket ground ia enclosed as 
additional evidence that tho public wore 
intended to be and are excluded from that 
portion of tho pailj. ''Victorian" ia cor- 
rect when ha says that "no gauio haa ever 
been played on the yrouud;" a fact which 
detracts from inateail of atren;;thi3aing thu 
force of his argument. If it was proposed 
t« ereet ah agricultural hail, as the prick 
eters hare eirectod their foneo, and 'keep 
it for many years witiiout holding a 
"ainglo" show therein, "Yicturiau" ami 
those' who think with him would have 
just cause for complaint , althoii^'h wo do 
not think that they wnuld get redrogs 
by an appeal to tho courts. An oiior^'otic 
body of oitizena have joined for the pur- 
pose of advancing the interests of aLjricul- 
tural and industrial pur.suits generally. 
Tlioy desiro to eatubli.ili V'iclonu the 
industrial as well as the mercantile cen- 
tre of this brave young proviiico, and in 
place of tho law buin^' invoked to 
strangle the enterprisiiis^ etlort in its 
birth, it sliould be invoked to confirm and 
cement that most laudable object. We 
deny,' emphatiball}'-, that the hall will be 
a "diatiyurciiient" to llie park. It will be 
au oriianjontund an atlractioa — a place of 
recreatioif, and a pleasuro resort— set 
apart for the ''use of tho public." 
.No alienation has been or will be attempt- 
ed. \Yhen the council desire to have tho 
buildings retuovej they will bo renuivod 
at the coat of thi) -society; and as fur the 
iiiBinuation in " Victorian'.s" letter that a 
"charge" is to bu levied for udinittanco to 
the 'grounds, should he not have waited 
until that Had been done before backing 
with liis pen the effort to prevent the 
show being held in tho park? Our cor- 
respoiidont sneers at ''cuatum and preced- 
ent)" but he may find that in the 
construction of tho laws that govern pub- 
lic parks they will have a potent intluence 
in guiding tlie court to a decision.

Poo Chow or Fou T'clicdu whieli has jiist 
been bombarded by the KivMicli, is silnati'il 
ou the weHtoru eoust of Clunn, in the prov- 
ince of I'okeiu, of which it is the Lv.pital. 
The city ia on the banks of tlic liM iMiu, 
twenty-flve miles from its mouth, and has 
a pupulatiuu of COO, 000 or uitU tbt* snlmrli.s 
1,000,000. About 100 miles west is the 
northern point of the island of Formosa, 
where is situated tho town of Keluug, re- 
cofttly taken by the French, and about tho 
sauio distance to Ihe south is tho fort of 
Anioy. I'Vio Chow is one of thr most im- 
portant of the (Chinese set:. i)ortH and i.s mic 
of tho live tliat were oiicneil to th»' cinn- 
uieree of tho world by the treaty of Nan- 
king after tho war with Great l!rituin, the 
four otkera being Cantt)n, Aumy, Shioighai 
and Ningpo. The city is smrouuded by- 
an nmphitheatre of hill.s about four nnles 
distant and is enclosed by a castuilatcU wall 
nine or ten miles in circumference, outside 
of which are suburbs as extensive as the 
city Itsfilf. It is said to bo superior in a])- 
pearaaoc to most of the Chinese i-itit-s. A 
long bridgi' of 100 arches, Ijuilt of white 
Btono, crosses the river and is pnrlly eiiv(!r- 
ed with shops. Large ipiuiitilies nf eetton 
goods and well dyttl bhie clutlis are manu- 
factured at I'oo Chow, and 500 ovens for 
the production of poreehiin are constantly 
employed in the city and vicinity. Neurit 
are esteii§iv^ teod taines; imdv,tbe black tea 
district^ i)eliig'><\^tliin'seTwty'''tnileB, tea is 
produced at Too Chow twenty-4ve per cent, 
cheaper than at Canton. A large commerce 
is carried on both by laud and sea, the 
principal exports being ten, timber, ])aper, 
biinihoo, oranges and other fruits. From 
all accounts tiie fortilieiitions at Foo ('how 
■were very feeble when expusud to the as- 
saiilt of the French fleet, und tin- Chinese 
vessels of 'War had no chance with the iron- 
clads of an European nation. The engage- 
ment ou Saturday resulted disastrously for 
tho Chinese and should the French continue 
the campaign there is fear that the Chim-se 
will bo worsted on every side. The pre- 
Hont scene of war is far removed from Ton- 
cjviin, the theatre (jf a few months ago and 
from liaugson where tho Chinese broke 
t^eir treaty by attacking the town.

FRANCE. % 

Pauis, Aug. 27. — With the exception 
of two or throa ultra ofBcial organs liko 
tho Republiquo Francaiso, tho Paris press 
is tho rovorso of enthusiastic at tho pros- 
pect of war. The radical papers are bit - 
terly opposed to Ferry's spirited policy, 
while the independent organs criticise 
severely the question of the Premier's 
right to involve the country in a war 
without the consent of tho Chambers. La 
Xouvclle Presse appeals to President 
Lirevy to exercise his prerogative and dis- 
uiias tho Cabinet tiiiless it convokes the 
parliament. In an interview with a re- 
presentative of that paper a political per- 
sonage not named de.ieribes the China .ad- 
venture as another iMexice embroglio, but 
Ferry ia obstinate and seems bent on ac- 
tion, regardless of public opinion. 

CHINA. 

Pauls, Aug. 1.'7. — 'I'lio olUcial report of 
tho bombardniunt of Foo Chow was re 
coivod from Admiral Courbot as follows; 
"Foo Chow, Sunday morning, .Vug. "2-!. 
A good beginning has been made. We 
opened Gre yesterday, and in four hours 
nine Chinese men-of-war and twelve 
jmiks wore sunk, and a Kriip|) battery 
comnianding tlio arsenal was silenced. 
Our loss was six killed and twenty seven 
wounded. The fleet auflored no serii>ns 
damage, excepting tho boiler of a tor|)i;dii 
boat which burst. Tho Chinese losses 
are heavy. During the fight the lieet was 
l.enut by burning ivrocks and legs with 
torpedo cutters. I will clea.' this aw.iy 
to-day, and afterwards will bombard tho 
arsenal. We shall not leave the rivor be- 
Fore the 29th or 30th. The utlicers and 
men are animated with the greatest ar- 
dor. " 

LoNUON, Aug. 27. — A dispatch to-day 
from Shanghai to Ueutor'a agency says 
tlie French loss in the bonibardnieut at 
Foo Chow was seven killed and fourteen 
wounded. The Chinese loss is estimated 
at one thousand killed and throe thousand 
wounded. Tho Chinese man-of-war Yang 
Wu waa pxplftded by ii ti^riiedo, after it 
fired a broadside at a French boat. The 
boiler of the latter was explodeil by haiul 
gronades thrown from the Vang Wn, aftcu' 
which tho boat was aiink by the Volta to 
[jroviMit her boing captured by the Chin 
eso. The French expected to occupy the 
heights comnianding the Pagoda anchor- 
age. It is re|iortod that 70,000 l,Jhinese 
troo))3 are in the vicinity of Foo Chow. 

Lo.sno.v, .-Vug. '11. — Accnriling t i re- 
pin-ts received at Sontay, 80,000 Chiiu^se 
troo[)a invaded Tompiin and had' an en 
gagement with tho l''rench. In thi.s b-it- 
tle it is a.saerted the French were annihi- 
lated, while several thousand Chinese wore 
killed. 

EflYPT. 

Caii!o, Aug. 2". — iMajor Kitchener tel- 
egraphs from Uongiihi that .i spy brought 
reports that Cieneral (lordon had gained 
a great victory over the rebels on .-Vugust 
11th, and that two rebid leader:, were 
killed in the engagement.

There is nothing wliatevin" to say that 
what had \>v.v.i\ previously held a.s lot 
.399, and which contaiiitHl all the 
ground that the original location. of the 
city gave to 399— thougli it might not be 
as to every foot of it" oii'tlre'exact spot 
which the pew plaii'dcfonds as witliin 
399 — should now be changed to/iuit 
tho new plan, assuming ihe latter to be 
more correct than the old one. So far 
as private rights were eoncerned they 
stood .and aland exactly where th(?y 
did before the act of 1880, except as tp

the t-ighb of approptiation &n tetma 
defined by statute for public streets. 
iJaph one held what he before legally 
had.'Thougli in the construction of law 
we cannot look to exj)ediency we must 
to common sense, and it cannot be as- 
sumed that either tho legislature or the 
corporation intended any thing so 
absurd 'as that a stampede of houses 
from the Jewish Synagouo to Quadra 
street should commence, and each take 
ground four feet to the eastward. Tho 
defendant has an indefeasible title to 
399, but it must be tho J99 he pur- 
chased and took, and held at the time 
the indefeasible title was given, not 
wdiat he now assumes to be 399 — be- 
cause the measuromont of tho line of 
the street in front may be altered or 
Quadra street beyond bo declared to bo 
loo wide. Tho alterations made by 
tho new map, whatever they might be, 
were only legalized as to tho jmblic 
streets, subject to the provisions of tho 
acts named, not as to private properties 
between [uivate individuals. Any other 
oonstiuction would lead to wholesale 
spoliation, and create a w-ar of lit- 
igation tliat woulil make every man 
and woman in tho city a plaintiff or 
defendant. 

I have limited myself to this point 
because 1 think it tho turning point of 
the ease, but there are several others, 
particularly as to tho Registry Acts, on 
which i think Mr. Pollard should be 
heard if he desires to appeal, and on 
this point also should we wish it.

The want of 
small money in Ireland had gcoynuM> 

such a hGip;lit in 1721-2 that optflfi^'^ 
foil coins called raps wore in cpnitt^oa: 
use, made of such bad luottil tliat'wfiat 
passed for u halfpenny wa.s not worth 
a farthing. Hence the cant phrase, 
"Ndt worth a rap." The name was 
in all probability dorirod from rappen, 
a small Swiss coin, value abont half a 
fartliinor. 

"Walk 3'our chalks." A very sim- 
ple explanation of this expression may 
1)0 given. Eiiglisli alu-houso frequent- 
ers, when they have been drinking 
long enough to make a boast of being 
Bober, and to dispute a point with each 
other, will chalk a long lino on the 
ground and then ondoayor one after 
another to wnl^upion it jf ithout swerv- 
ing to right 01- left.' ^ Those who suc- 
ceed are adjudged to be sober — i. e., to 
have "walkoil their clialks." 
• "Cooking your goose." According 
to Notes and Queries "cooking your 
goose" ls'\hu3 explained: "The King 
of SwodouJs.GopsQ — The King of Swe- 
den cominfj to a town of his enemy's 
with- very llttlo company, his enemy, 
to slight his forces, did hang out a 
goose for him to shonto; but porculvlug 
before night tiiat these few soldiers 
had invaded luul set their ohiofe houlds 
on lire, they dumanilod 'of liiui what 
his intent was. To whom ho replied: 
"To rba^t yoirf goose!" 

"Sdotifree." Soot, according to 
Cowol- (Law Dictionary), signifies a 
certain custom or tolhige. The right 
of voting in England was formerly in 
those who paid scot and lot. "Scot- 
free," therefore,' is 'free from such cQs- 
tom or toUage. 

"Strain at a gnat." The Moorish 
Boldior when ho drinks unfolds the end 
of 'tii' turban and places it over the 
mouth of his bota, drinking through 
the muslin to strain out the gnats, 
, whose larvju swarm in the water of 
that country. 

"I'll go through lire and water to 
serve you." The Bishops of Kocbos- 
ter possessed the manor of Southlloet, ! 
in. Kent, {)eforo the conquest, and, as 
na£)i|niisjial in;ahciunt times, the court 
of Southfleet had the power of trying 
and executing felons. The jurisdic- 
tion oxtondetl not oul^- to acts of felony 
done within the village, but also over 
criminals apprehended in niiothor 
countjry. An instance of this kiud in 
tlid 'yoar 1200 is mentioned by T. 
Blount in his "Ancient Tenures. It 
was of two women who had stolen 
some clothes in Croidenu (Biipi)03ed to 
be Croydon), and the lueu of that 
place, having pursued them to South- 
fleet, they wore imprisoned and tried 
by Lord Henry de Cobham, and other 
dlsoreot men ot the oouutry, who ad- 
judged them lo undergo the lire ordeal 
or examination of the hot iron. By 
this foolish test one of them was excul- 
pated and the other condemmed. The 
two chief species of trial by ordeal 
were those of lire and water. Both 
tliese methods might be performed by 
deputy; but the principal was to an- 
swer for the success of the trial, the 
doj)uty only venturing some corporeal 
pam for hire, or, perhaps, for friend- 
ship. "This," says IMackstoiie, "is 
still expressed in that common form of 
speech of going through lire and water 
to serve anotlier." Halo tolls us "In 
the time of King John, the purgation 
per ignom ei arpiam, or the trial by or- 
deal continued; but it ended with this 
kin-." 

"By hook or by crook." Tlie des- 
truction by tlie lire of London in 
during whicli some Ki.L'iiU liouses, olc, 
were burnt down, in very many eases 
obliterated all the boundary marks 
requisite to dotormino iliu extent of 
land, and the sites occupied liy build- 
ings previous to tlio lire. \V'iion tlie 
rubbisli was removed dis])utos arose 
among persons as to the position and 
extent of their property, which prom- 
ised not only intermmable lawsuits, 
but created the serious evil of deiuy- 
ing the building of the city until tlieso 
cysputes were sutileJ. Impelled by the 
necessity of eomiug to a more apuedy 
Bettloment, it was dotormiuod that tlio 
claims and interests of all persons con- 
cerned should be referred to the judg- 
ment and decision of two of the most 
experienced land surveyors of that 
da^, and in order to escape from tlio 
evils which delay must occasion, tlie 
decision of these two arbitrators was 
tp'be,final and binding. The survey- 
or? wbpdinted wero named Mr. Hook 
andii&r.*Crdoli; «■ Heneo 'ardso the say- 
ing above quoted. 

"He's a brick." Plutarch, in his 
life of Agcsilaus, ICing of S])arta, gives 
us Ihoorigin of the ijuaint and familiar 
aajSog^vOn a certain occasion an am- 
bassador from Epirus, on n diplomatic 
Wisaioiij was shown by tlio King over 
his oapitaL, ,,The ambassador knew of 
the monarch's fame — knew that thougli 
OBlyjpopiiually King of Sparta, ho was 
rttleiiotGrreecc — and he looked to see 
massive walls roaring aloft their cm- \ 
battled itowcrs for the defense of llie 
town; but foumi nothing of the kind. 
He marvelled much at tnis, and spoke 
of it to the King. 

"Sire," he^sald-,-"! have visited most 
of theTrti^qipSl towns, arid I find no 
walls roarbd for defense. Why is 
this?" • 

"Indied, Sir Ambassador,"" replied 
Agesllaus, "thou cans't nothavo looked 
oarelully, , Come with mottOTxAorrow 
fa"ortif% Snfd I wUl"6bow >bu th^waUs 
of Sparta." 

Accordingly, on tho following morn- 
ing, the King led his guest out upon 
tho plain where his army was drawn 
up in full battle array, and pointing 
proudly to the serried hosts, ho said: 

"There thou boholdost tho walls of 
Sparta — 10,000 men, and every man a 
brick!" 

"Q. in a corner." This is an expres- 
sion denoting somotliing not noticed at 
lirst.'but -Scon afterwards; something 
partially hidden, as it were, in an out- 
of-the-wp.y place or corner.

Turning Rock Into Candy. 



Half a mile from Buzzard Roost, 
North Carolina, way up among the 
i^^ountains, is a mine. The owners 
'•^dbn't say much about it, nor do they 
appear anxious for visitors to go there; 
nevertheless the mim is one of tho 
most curious affairs in the country — 
the only one of its kind, it is to bo 
hoped, in the world. Tho material 
nii,nedhoro is a peculiar kiiui of white 
rock which the minors say lias no 
name, so tliey have very appropriately 
culled it "deception rock." its uses are 
varied and its value is so great that 
the mine and the works near by pay a 
good dividend upon tho money invest- 
ed. . 

The rook Is mined in fjreat pieces or 
chunks, which are loaded upon wheel- 
barrows and taken to a large wooden 
chute, whore they are dumped. This 
wooden chute runs down the precipi- 
tous side of the mouutaiu and ends at 
"tho mills." The rock in this rapid 
transit through . the largo trough be- 
comes reduced to small pieces or 
lumps, about tho sizo of cocoauuts. 
These are gatherod up by tho work- 
men, and when the rock comes from 
the mills it is reduced to a soft white 
powder, which is put in barrels and 
shipped to Now York, whore it soils 
for from $8 to |3.60 per barrel. 

The uses to which this powdered 
rock is put are many. Tho coarser 
quality, especially that which contains 
small portions of mica, is used to 
adulterate granulated sugar. It is 
said to be excellent for this purpose, 
since nearly twenty per cent, may bo 
mixed with pure sugar without foar of 
detection. It also gives sugar great 
weight, and for this reason is valuable 
for purposes of adulteration. The 
second grade of tho "deception rock" 
powder is much smoother and liner; 
this is tised to adulterate jjowdered 
supar. It Is also used In large quan- 
tities to give tho cheapest grades of 
"fancy flour" tho desired weight. Still 
another and liner grade of powder is 
made, and this is used exolusivoly in 
tho manufacture of candies. Since tho 
introduction of this powder about two 
years ago it has largely superseded 
"terra alba," which was formerly used 
in tlie manufacture of candies — espec- 
ially in those brands known as the 
"cheap French mixed." 

I asked one of the operators of the 
mine — an intelligent colored man — 
why tho candy manufacturers used 
"deception rock powder" in prefereuco 
to tho "lorriv alba." "Well,' sah," he 
replied, "I reckon it's jest 'cause you 
can detect terra alba, which is a kind 
of clay, an' you can't detect dis yero 
powder so easy. Ef yo' dissolve tho 
nnst insde candy in wster very slcv.'ly, 
you will find either terra alba or dis 
yero powder in it obery time, I'll bet a 
nickel. I'vo hear tell, boss, dat 
'nother reason why do candy-makers 
use dis yoro powder am dat ef folks 
eats a heap o' candy with it in dey 
ain't so liable tor nave spasms as if 
torra alba had been used." 

Curing BlaokEjrcs. 

"People will get black eyes," was 
the observation of a man wlio sat up- 
stairs in a room at the West End. 
"You don't see many of them on tho 
street," ho continued, "and tlio reason 
is that men who understand the ropes 
get cured of their bruised optics." 

"Do they go to a regular physi- 
cian?" 

"Oh, no. Most of tlicm come to nie, 
and I do quite a business. It maj- 
seem queer, hut I can do lliu work bet- 
tor than any doctor. 1 have a prepar- 
ation which I compound myself. 1 
won't tell you what the ingredients are, 
though, 08 the principal ono does no* 
grow in this country, but is imported 
from iOngland, it would not do you 
much gooil if I did. Tho main point 
about it is that it cau always be relied 
upon to do the work. Of course tlio 
length of time required to ellect a cure 
depends upon tho extent of tho Injury 
and tho length of time which elapses 
from tlio infliction of tlio injury until 
the remedy is • piled. Tho longer a 
case is neglect' i the more dillicult it is 
to treat; that is, to make a good quick 
job of it. 

"Many of my patrons are ladies, 
though you would hardly think so. 
How do they got black eyes? Well, I 
do not make a point to inquire too 
much into those cases. So long as 
they pay it is all right; it is notniy bus- 
iness to inquire into antecedent circum- 
stances. Women generally have a 
pretty good story mado up as to tho 
whys and wherefores of these acci- 
dents, but I am not bound to believe 
all they tell me. I lot them go ahead 
and never contradict thom. I suppose 
many of them have had a laugh at 
what they considored my credulity, 
llowovor, I do not charge them any tho 
loss for this, you may be sure." 
"What are your usual fees?" 
"They depend wholly upon tho na- 
ture of tho case as well as on tho abili- 
ty of the patron to j)uy for the fun. 1 
usually charge from to ^.0 for a sim- 
ple contusion, and have sjiecial j)rices 
for work requiring more time and skill. 
Some operations which 1 have per- 
formed- have, uot only reqttired a great 
deal of time, but no small amount of 
scientilic manipulation. 'It ■ is only 
right to charge well for suph, cases, 
isn't itp" — A'eu; York Sun. > I'-
